Dale C. Rea, assistant to 
the superintendent, related 
that “in the December 1979 
report to the board con- 
cerning the calculation of 
premium rates for 1980, we 
indicated that Great-West 
had used a 12-month figure 
from Nov. 1, 1978, through 
Oct. 31, 1979. 

“This figure was used in 
projecting experience for 
1980 and also for . deter- 
mination of the attachment 
point. 

“We indicated at that time 
that we felt the 12-month 
figure of $733,000 was con- 
servative, and that a figure 
of $747,000 would be more 
accurate, 


“The actual November 
and December paid claims 
figures are now available 
and show total claims paid in 
1979 of approximately 
$759,000. This is an increase 
in benefits paid over 1978 of 
$132,000, or 21 percent.+ 
“In 1978, health premiums 
paid Great-West totaled 
$809,782. In 1979, benefits 
paid were $759,000, the ad- 
ministrative service fee was 
$26,808 and the premium for 
stop-loss coverage was $3,008 
for a total of $788,816. 


“For purposes of com- 
parison, the saving of $20,966 
is valid. 


“While this figure in itself 
is not overly impressive, it 
becomes more impressive 
when it is recognized that 
1979 costs are being com- 
pared to 1978 costs and that;

“A reserve was 
automatically created in the 
account, since in the first two 
months all payments were 
against 1978 charges ‘ and 
were made by Great-West 
from existing reserves from 
our former plan. In all, 
approximately . $161,000 in 
benefits were paid in this 
manner. 


“Funds held in the agency 
account were invested and 
earned $13,168 in interest, 
resulting in additional 
savings through the plan of 
$12,056 after deducting the 
agent fee of $1,112 paid to the 
bank.

“Of this, $20,966 is an 
actual cost reduction in cash 
outlay from 1978 to 1979; 
$89,076 results from the 
avoidance of a con- 
servatively estimated 
premium-increase; and 
$12,056 is interest earned on 
district-held reserves. 

“Using the 1978 paid 
premium for comparison, 
the above figure répresents a 
15 percent saving in plan 
operation. 

“From a cash flow stand- 
point, the immediate gains of 
the self-insured plan are 
dramatic but not 
representative of long-term 
savings.

G. Houghton in response to a 
bus rider’s question. 

» “Because the demand for 
Service exceeds the money 
available to supply that 
service. Next year, due to 
‘rising costs, Bi-State faces 
an $11 million shortfall ‘in 
operating ‘funds. Just like 
any business, we must 
pperate with ‘a balanced 
‘budget,”’ Houghton explains.

vice must |be subsidized. 
“The basic local fare in 
Dallas, Chicago, and Pitt- 
sburgh is 60 cents, with those 
fares accounting for 60, 50 
and 40 percent of operating 
expenses, respectively. 

“In Detroit and Los 
Angeles, where the basic 
fare is 55 cents, the per- 
centages of fare box receipts 
to operating expenses are 42 
and 38 percent. 

“Major cities which have a 
basic fare of 50 cents include 


New York City, 
Philadelphia, Buffalo, 
Milwaukee and Indianapolis. 

The percentages of fare box 
receipts to operating ex- 
penses in those cities range 
from 47.5 to 57. 

“The subsidy Bi-State 
receives from St. Louis City 
and County, the State of 
Illinois and the federal 
government has enabled us 
to forestall any fare in- 
Vereases for the last seven 
years,” Wilson said. 

“But inflation and energy 
costs have finally taken their 
toll. Even with all subsidy 
sources providing the 
maximum funds available, 
the total will fall far short of 
the expected operating costs 
in 1981." * 

The proposed fare 
structure under con- 
sideration asks for a 50-cent 
base fare for adults, a 25- 
cent base fare for children, 
and no zone charges. 

A special commuter fare 
of 75 cents will be charged on 
express and rapid lines. 
Transfers will be 10 cents for 
regular and student fares. 

The .elderly and han- 
dicapped will receive free 
transfers and will pay 25 
cents during off-peak hours. 
During peak hours, 6-9 a.m. 
and 4-6 p.m., their fare will 
be 50 cents. 

A weekly pass, good for 
local service only, will be $7. 
A weekly commuter pass 
will be available for $7.50. 
Students in both Missouri 
and Illinois will pay $2.50 for 
their student tickets. 

‘Superpass, a summer pass 
for young people, will be $3. 
Special services to the 
Municipal Opera, Six Flags 
and Fairmount Race Track 
are proposed at $1.50. 

A series ‘of eight public 
hearings on the proposed 
fare changes will be held 
during the week of May 12-16 
at locations throughout the 
area served by Bi: ite, 
including Granite City’s 
‘Township Building at 7 p.m. 
May 13. 

“We sincerely want 
constructive input on the 
proposed fare structure and 
its implementation, and that 
input must come from the 
people we serve,"” Houghton 
concludes.

Retirement link 
to heart attacks 


Met who retire may: have 
an increased risk of death 
from coronary heart disease, 
according to a new report by 
Boston: researchers to the 
Ame an Heart 
Association’s 52nd scientific 
sessions. ‘The study was 
designed and conducted by 
Charles H. Hennekens, M.D., 
of Harvard Medical School 
and Peter Bent Brigham 
Hospital, an Illinois Heart 
Association spokesman says. 

The Data were derived 
from personal interviews 
with the views of 649 men 
who had died from coronary 
heart disease within 24 hours 
following , the onset of 
symptoms, and an equal 
number of wives of men of 
approximately the same age 
who were still working and 
who lived within two blocks 
of the heart attack victims’ 
former residence. 

All the men had lived in 
communities in Dade or 
Broward County, Florida 
The average age of the men 
was 58 years, with a range 
from 30 to 70. 

Dr. Hennekens said in an 
interview it would be 
premature to draw firm 
conclusions from this study, 
which shows a_ positive 
association between 
retirement and subsequent 
death from coronary 
disease. “We certainly feel, 
However, that the current 
evidence is strong enough to 
make: a follow-up wor- 
thwhile. In fact, we are 
planning such a’ study in 
East Boston,” he said. 

The researchers estimated 
that the men who retired had 
a risk of death from 
coronary diseases which was 
80 percent higher than those 
who did not retire. This. 
result emerged from an 
analysis that took into ac- 
count other risk factors, such 
as ‘age and history of 
hospitalization for heart 
attack. prior to the fatal 
event. 

“It is possible that we may 
have stumbled across a new 
risk factor,’’ said Ward 
Casscells, M.D., an author of 
the report and a. medical 
intern at Beth Israel 
Hospital in Boston.

heart attacks have none of 
the established risk factors, 
and that’s why we are 
searching for possible 
psychosocial stress factors, 
such as retirement.” 

The authors also pointed 
out that the study raises 
public health questions about 
whether retirement in- 
creases the risk of heart 
disease, and whether people 
should be forced to retire. 

“This study has raised 
questions rather than an- 
swered them,”" said Dr 

who was a 
medical student at Harvard 
when he collaborated with 
Dr. Hennekens on the 
research. 

Dr. Casscells said he first 
considered the retirement 
hypothesis because he had 
seen a number of patients 
who retired, became depresd 
or anxious, and suffered a 
heart attack: 

“Ifa patient derives his 
self-esteem from his work 
retirement may create 
psychological stress that 
may affect the heart. We 
normally think of *the 
business executive as the one 
who is under a lot of stress, 
but perhaps the guy under 
the most stress is: the one 
who is no longer working and 
feels isolated and: useless. 

“On the other hand, for 
many, people retirement 


means getting away from a , 


demanding boss and finding 
time to read, travel and be 
with grandchildren.

A proclamation 
designating Thursday, April 
24, as a “Day of Remem- 
brance of Man’s Inhumanity 
to Man” has been signed by 
Granite ‘City Mayor Paul 
Schuler and presented to 
representatives of the 
Armenian community: 

April 24, 1980, will mark 
“the 65th anniversary of the 
initiation of the first 
genocide of the 20th Century, 
during which one and a half 
million Armenians were 
systematically massacred 
by the Turkish govern- 
ment,”’ a spokesman said. 

The. Granite — City 
Armenian * community 
marked the day with special 
requiem services and ,a 
memorial dinner following 
regular church services 
yesterday at St. Gregory the 
Illuminator Armenian 
Apostolic Church, 1732 
Maple St. 

Special YTeligious 
ceremonies, as well as civic 
functions and gatherings, 
including demonstrations 
and hunger strikes, will take 
place Thursday throughout 
the U.S., Canada, and 
around the world wherever 
Armenian _ communities 
exist. 

Every year, on April 24, 
Americans of Armenian 
descent invite their fellow 
Americans "to “pause for a 
moment and recognize that 
the toleration of genocide 
and its accéptance as a 
‘solution’ to any political 
problem leads only to its 
repeated use, just as the 
world’s indifference to the 
Armenian genocide and its 
aftermath led Hitler to cite it 
as precedent and 
justification for his own 
crimes against | Jewish 
people, Polish and |others.” 

“It is being recalled that on 
Aug. 22, 1939, Hitler 
declared, “After all, who 
remembers today the ex- 
termination of the 
Armenians?” 

Armenians here say that 
the occurrence is remem- 
bered, but that 65 years later 
the crime remains un- 
punished. 

The contemporary 
“*westernized’’ and 
“democratic” Republic of 
Turkey refuses to admit the 
crime, and Armenians in 
Turkey are still persecuted 
to this day, the local group 
contends, adding: 

“The genocide of 1915 was 
essentially a crime com- 
mitted against all humanity, 
as its recurrence in the 
Jewish holocaust during 
World War II was to 
demonstrate. 

“By remembering this 

‘day, the local Armenian 
community is showing that it 

‘has not forgotten this. act, 
and we hope this will remind 
others of this specific case of 
‘man’s inhumanity to 
man.”

National flood insurance 
maps show the required 
elevation for new buildings 
in specific sections of the 
county, Madison County's 
requirements .are more 
strict than those of many 
other governmental units, in 
that structures must be two 
feet above the elevation of a 
100-year flood. 

Mike Semanisin, Collin- 
sville, said that ‘‘anyone can 
build anywhere’’ as long as 
he goes by the federal flood 
insurance guidelines.

To’ the Editor: 

On-Feb. 15, we lost our 14- 
year-old daughter to Reye’s 
Syndrome. 

On Sunday, Jan. 13, she 
woke up with a sore throat 
and head cold with a very 
slight fever. Thursday 
morning, she was feeling 
much better, but -Thursday- 
i she started 
vomiting. 

Qn Friday, Jan. 18, she 
was taken to the family 
doctor and she was given a 
shot for vomiting and an 


anfibotic shot. Then Friday . 


night it developed into 
continuous vomiting. 

She became listless and 
was taken to the hospital at 
about 10:20 p.m. 

Shortly after arriving at 
the emergency room, she 
started to become com- 
bative, shouting and 
screaming. Her eyes were 
dilated and the strength in 
her arms and legs became 
wees Boone: a 

was admitted and by 
2:30 a.m. she was what 
appeared to be sleep. She 
was transferged to another 


hospital on the afternoon of 
Jan. 19. 

But Sunday morning, Jan. 
20, her condition had become 
very critical. She was 
transferred to another 
hospital, where it was’ 
diagnosed as Reye’s. 

She never regained .con- 
sciousness. We had never 
heard of this disease until 
after our daughter was in a 
coma and was very critical 
The syndrome affects the 
liver and brain. 

The suddenness’ with 
which this disease hit our 
family has been almost 
unbearable. 


I have taken on the 
responsibility of forming the 
South West Illinois Chapter, 
and to try to make every 
parent, emergency room, 
school, etc., aware of this 
disease and the symptoms of 
it. 

With early diagnosis and 
supportive care, the chance 
of survival is greatly in- 
creased. 

Reye’s is a reportable 
disease in’ only 15 states, 


reported to the Center for 
Disease Control. 

Reye’s Syndrome is now 
considered by some ob- 
servers to be among the ten 
major causes of death in 
children. It was previously 
considered rare, but the 
number of cases recognized 
has increased.
